A large detail of detectives partici- 
pated in the gun battle as, the result 
of a tip to the police that a. band of 
burglars had carefully planned a raid 
on Olson's Pharmacy, 4400 Califor- 
nia street 
Under tho command of Detective 
Sergeant George McLoughlln, the 
Shotgun Squuil lay In wait for the 
appearance of the gang for 24 hours. 
Among the officers were Detectives 
Bunner, Mitchell, Hughes, Mllllken 
and Tomkins. 
The officers secreted themselves. In

Bach 
was armed with a shotgun.

He contended, and Lodge denied, 
that the declaration was a part of 
the four-power 
measure. 
Lodge, 
however, said he would offer a reso- 
lution later to have the Senate ratify 
the declaration. 
PRECEDENTS FOR 
ACTION, SAYS LODGE. 


When Hitchcock questioned the 
legality of Lodge's plan to have the 
declaration ratified, Lodge replied 
that there were precedents. 


Hitchcock said that legal prece- 
dents were that 
a 
supplementary 
document was a part of the original 
contract, and he thought it was too 
'ate to consider the declaration. 


Hitchcock emphasized his point 
that the declaration was "attached" 
to a part of the 'four-power treaty. 
This was denied sharply by Lodge. 
The Nebraska Senator asserted that 
Lodge had lost his opportunity yes- 
terday to have tho declaration rati- 
fied. 


"The Senator can present that to 
the supreme court," Lodge retorted 
adding 
that 
ratification 
of 
the 
declaration was not Important and 
did not "matter a straw.one way or 
the other." He said he was willing 
to have the declaration ratified 
if 
other Senators desired.

Lenroot said the courts would re- 
gard the last action of the Senate 
as binding, and-thls--was the-resoltr- 
tlon of ratification, 


Hitchcock, however, asserted that 


If the question should be raised any 
court would be bound to say that 
the Senate had not legally ratified 
the treaty. 


In the earlier debate today Sena- 
tor Pittrnan, Democrat, Nevada, aa- 
serted that either the declaration 
must be a part of the treaty and 
must require Senate ratification or 
else it could have no binding effect. 
He insisted that it was submitted 
to the Senate as an integral part 
of the main instrument and that the 
Senate had declined in 
effect to 
ratify it. 
SUPPLEMENTATj TREATY 
IS ACTUAL BUSINESS. 
Meantime the business 
actually 
before the Senate was the supple- 
mental treaty defining the geogra- 
phical scope of the four-power pact. 
As soon as this treaty was called 
up Senator 
Robinson, Democrat. 
Arkansas, began the attack on It 
by presenting an amendment which 
would exclude from the treaty pro- 
visions the southern half of Sak- 
halien island, occupied by 
Japan,

proposition, too, the debate drifted

—A fish of a species hitherto un- 
known to science, caught-byva-Jap— 
anese fisherman, thirteen miles off 
shore at a depth of 1200 feet, is on 
exhibition here and Is causing in- 
terest among ichthyologists and 
the general public. 


The 
specimen 
weighs 
150 


pounds, is fiat and almost circular 
in shape. 
Silver predominates in 
the coloring of its body, with its 
fins and snout of scarlet and the 
dorsal about 18 inches long, spotted 
with white dots. The head is 
mottled with dark gray and black 
and the eyes are round, and about 
four inches in diameter. 
The creature was so strange that 
it was placed on exhibition by the 
fisherman who snared it. Hund- 
reds of people paid fifteen cents 
each to view it. 
Dr. C. H. Edmondson, ichthyolo- 
gist at the University of Hawaii, 
said that the specimen was not 
classified in any available scien- 
tific wqrk. The flsh will be pre- 
sented to the Bishop museum here.

'A COVENANT FOR THE PEACE OF THE 


PACIFIC BASIN. 


. With four votes more than the requisite 
two-thirds, the United States Senate yesterday 
ratified the four-power Pacific treaty negotiated 
recently at the Washington conference on the 
limitation of armaments and Pacific questions. 
The vote Tras 67 to 27. Four Republicans- 
Borah, France, Johnson and La Follette—voted 
against ratification. Twelve Democrats voted for 
the treaty. They put partisan considerations 
behind them in connection with the treaty. 


Ratification came after a day of conduct which 


did not add .greatly to the dignity or seriousness 
of purpose of the minority group opposed to inter- 
national amity and intercourse. Not content to 
find themselves outnumbered after two weeks of 
free and unlimited debate, the obstructionists 
compelled the taking of thirty-one roll calls in an 
effort merely to delay and confuse and harass 
those trying to lead the Senate to the perform- 
ance of its duty. 


These roll calls were demanded, on frivolous 


.propositions. 
Kumerous efforts were made to 


amend and attach reservations to every article of 
the treaty to the full extent tolerated by the rules 
of the Senate. The proposed amendment to insert 
a declaration for the recognition of the Philippine 
Islands as an independent government at the 
expiration of ten years was typical of the irrele- 
vant character of the efforts of the obstruction- 
ists. The Senators of opposition knew perfectly 
that their proposals had no place in the 
treaty and that if accepted they would mean the 
death of the treaty. 


But fortunately a little group of willful men 


unable to destroy the work of the disarma- 


ment conference and'to compel the isolation of 
the United States from association with other 
nations. The four-power treaty is ratified by the 
Senate. Similar action is expected quickly to 
follow in the parliaments of France, Great 
Britain and Japan. It is an agreement among 
these powers and America to respect the rights 
of each other in the Pacific area and to consult 
together within a six-months' period in the event 
of a menace to peace. The salient clauses of the 
treaty axe brief and easily understood. They 
provide: 
,' The .high contracting parties agree as between 
^themselves to respect1 their rights in relation to 
their insular.possessions and insular dominions 
irTtfte region of the Pacific ocean.

An interesting announcement is that from the 


Secretary of'the Treasury that the Treasury De- 
partment has uu'.v resumed payment of gold cer- 
tificates in ordinary course of business without 
demand, and that the Federal Reserve Banks 
throughout the country will be guided by a simi- 
lar policy in making current payments for gov- 
ernment account.

moval of the last artificial restriction upon gold 
payments in this country.

Im- 
mediately after the declaration of war in April, 
1017, an order was issued that no gold should 
be paid by the Treasury Department or the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks on gold obligations except 
on demand. While gold was always paid on 
such obligations upon demand, the effect of the 
order was that gold stopped all movement except 
toward the Treasury and Federal Reserve Banks. 


Only when necessary in infrequent court pro- 


ceedings, where payment in gold coin was re- 
quired, was demand made on the government for 
redemptions of its gold obligations in coin. The 
National and other banks, under pressure of the 
Federal Reserve Banks, co-operated effectively 
in the government policy of gold hoarding. 


Now formal demand is not necessary in order 


to obtain gold coin. 
Due to deflation, the gold 


reserve of the Federal banking system is now 
about 77 per cent, or more than twice that re- 
quired by law. 
eral circulation as'money. The government has 
more than it needs for reserve purposes. 
The 


effect should be to further reduce the note cir- 
culation and to raise the purchasing power of 
the dollar. 


The United States is now the only country 


that participated in the late war where gold 
coin is a free factor in the circulation of money. 
This is the best evidence, the only self-sufficient 
evidence, of the incomparable soundness of our 
monetary and currency system.

GOVERNMENT .BY A FEW. 


During tlie last two weeks the country once 


again has been made to realize the seriousness

10 Per Cent Reduction in 


Charges and Bonus of $800 
Month to City Is Proposal 
Made in Garbage Collection 


BERKELEY". March 25,—An offer 


to collect garbage in the city of 
Berkeley kt a ten per cent cut. in 
present rates charged by the city and 
to pay the sum of J800 a month Into 
the city treasury was made public 
today by Mayor Louis Bartlett. as 
coming from the Berkeley Scaven- 
gers' Association, through James M. 
Koford, attorney. 
That the scavengers collecting in 


Berkeley prior to the institution of 
municipal collection last August have 
retained their equipment and are 
ready to again take up the work is 
Koford's statement. 
In addition to 
giving the city an additional net rev- 
enue of $9600 per year, householders 
will be saved hundreds of dollars 
monthly, says Koford's statement. 
This morning's offer from the gar- 
bage men as issued by the office of 
Mayor Bartlett follows action taken 
by the council yesterday' to purchase 
an additional motor truck for the 
municipal garbage department as a 
means of savins money on the rental 
of a machine now used. Mayor Bart- 
lett and Councilman George Schmidt, 
who have consistently fought the 
municipal 
collection of refuse 
in 


Berkeley, voted with the remainder 
of the council for the purchase of 
the truck, the vote being unanimous 
for the first time since the scheme 
was instituted. 


Following is the offer of the Berke- 


ley Scavengers' Association as trans- 
mitted through Koford: 


"Berkeley Scavengers' Association, 


composed of the men who prior to 
August 1, 1921, were the collectors 
of garbage and refuse in the city of 
Berkeley, beg. leave to submit to you 
and the citizens of Berkeley the fol- 
lowing:
